Countries, The Pope hereupon ſolemnly 2

and Ditches. The King incens'd at this 
Uſage, depriv'd all the Clergy that obey'd 
the Popes lnterdict; and the Pope on the 
other {ide ſuſpended thoſe who adherd 

to the King, excommunicated the King's 
Perſon, and ſtrictly enjoin'd all Men to 
abandon his Preſence. He abſolved the 
! King's Subjects from their Obedience, and 
_ commanded all Perſons, under Pain of

That the Pope's Pro- 
viſions and Penſions were exorbitant, and 
inſupportable. 4. That Engliſh Men were 
drawn out of their Country, to finiſh, 
their Cauſes abroad. 5. That the Pope, 
by his Clauſe of on obſlante, vacated 
Oaths, Cuſtoms, Charters, Grants, Sta- 


tutes, Rights and Privileges; upon which 


the King, the Prelates, Earls, Barons, Ab- 

bots and Priors did all write their ſeveral. 
Complaints to the Pope, requiring ſpeedy 

Redreſs of thoſe infinite Injuries to the 

King and all his Subjects, who would ra-

1366, 
the Pope demanding the Tribute granted 

by King John, the King ordered the Mat- 

ter to be debated in Parliament, where 

the Lords and Commons came to this Re- 
ſolution, That neither John, nor any o- 
ther King, could bring himſelf or his 
Kingdom under any ſuch Subjection withj- 
out their Aſſent, and therefore reſolved, 
that if the Pope ſhould attempt to con- 
ſtrain the King, or his Subjects, to agree 
with any Claims, in that Reſpect they 
would reſiſt him to the utmoſt of their 
Power, and thus this haughty Demand 

of the Biſhop of Rome was quaſh'd, nor 
4 was ever after reſum'd as I can learn. 

In the Reign of Henry the Eighth, the 4. 1509. 
King proceeded to the Diſſolution of the #27 VUL 
 Monaſteries, and ſeized the rich Shrine of 

Thomas a-Becket ; the Pope publiſhed a 
Bull, declaring himſelf to be Gods Vicar on 

Earth, who had Power to eradicate and de- 
ſtroy, and had Authority over all the Kings 
in the World ; and therefore required King 
Henry to appear at Rowe, with his Ac- 
e 3 com- 
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1 complices ; which if. he refus'd, 88 
clared him to have fall'n from his Crown; 


and them from their Eſtates. He put the 


whole Kingdom under an Interdict, and 


abſoly d all his Subjects from their Alle. 


giance. He declared him and his Accom- 


plices infamous, and put their Children 
under Incapacities. He required all the 
Clergy to go out of England within five 


Days, after the prefix d time ſhould ex- 


pire, leaving only ſo many as ſhould ſuf- 
fice for baptizing Children, or giving the 
Sacrament to ſuch as died Penitent. He 
charg'd all his Subjects to riſe in Arms a- 


gainſt him, and that none ſhould aſſiſt 
him. He abſolv'd all other Princes from 
their Confederacies with him, and ob- 
teſted them to have no Commerce with 
him. He required all Chriſtians to make 
War on him, and to ſeize on the Perſons 


and Goods of all his Subjects, and make 


Slaves of them. And at Rome it was de- 
_ clared equally meritorious to fight againſt 


him, as againſt Turks and Infidels ; and 


Cardinal Pool in a Book of his makes it
